l. The requests by organizations, for implementing e-Office, may be 
submitted to the Kerala State IT Mission. 

2. Organizations under the categories of PSUs, Boards, Corporations, 
Autonomous Bodies, Societies, Statutory Bodies, Apex Bodies, and 
PMUs will be assigned 'eofficepsu.kerala.gov.in' instance.

. Universities will be assigned the eofficeuniversities.kerala.gov.in instance. 

4. Exclusive instances like https://e-kla.kerala.gov.in (instance of the Kerala 
Legislative Assembly) and ekeralarajbhavan.kerala.gov.in (instance of Raj 
Bhavan) could be created with the approval of the Government, if 
needed, under the license intended for implementing e-Office in State 
Government Departments. 

5. Sub Offices linked under departments, where e -Office has already 

been implemented, will be assigned the same instance as the main 
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office. 

6. No request, to include PSUs, Boards, Corporations, etc., in the parent 
department's instance, will be considered. 

7. Approval of Govt shall be obtained for assigning e-Office instance for 
any organization that does not fall under the above categories. 

8. The existing structure of e-Office instances will be continued as such, as 


restructuring is not feasible.
